“ T here a re m ore im ­ 
portant issues than getting 
students to school,” Black 
said 
“ Boundary lines are 
not a m ajor problem -it is 
what 
happens 
within

schools. I think we have 
enough continuity to ease the 
p roblem s of tra n sfe rrin g 
students.” 
Dickey said that mobility 
is no problem since the city’s 
new re sid e n ts m oved to 
Plano with mobility in mind 
and were prepared to change 
schools 
to 
get 
the 
high 
q u ality 
of 
ed u catio n 
available in Plano. 
Dennis Robinson, running 
in 
P lace 
I, 
d isa g re ed 
violently 
and 
said 
th a t 
people did not chose to move 
to Plano, but were tran s­ 
fe rre d 
in 
by 
natio n al 
com panies. He charged that 
the present board had failed 
to provide schools which can 
be safely reached on the 
west side of town. He pointed 
out that m any students are 
forced to cross FM 544, a 
m ajor street, and predicted 
that

forced to do so for years to 
come. 
Tom H ughson, running in 
Place 2, said he thought the 
problem could be solved by 
p ro p er plan n in g

Incum bent 
Rutledge H aggard, running 
in Place 3, agreed and said 
the board had hired a firm of

p lan n ers to 
locate the schools, but an

Hurts Survey

I mentioned recently in an editorial observation that 
candidates running for local office should m ake their 
issues apparent to voters. 
This was w ritten in view of a specific phone call, and 
afterw ards several others asking that the Plano Star- 
Courier should attem pt to inform the public about the 
qualifications of the candidates and their prim ary 
intersts in assum ing these board and council positions. 
I ended the article with a plea that apathy not take 
over in our city because of non-information or for any 
other reason. 
However, it has come to my attention that there are 
also many citizens who may not feel too concerned with 
what really goes on in city governm ent, in our schools, 
our police departm ent and our civic program s. 
I refer to an Annual Community Attitude Survey 
which appeared in the M arch 14 issue of the Star 
Courier, sponsored by the Plano Jaycees, which 
citizens were asked to fill out and return to the Jaycees. 
The results were to be used in future planning by the 
Jaycees in their efforts to assist civic endeavors in 
Plano. 
According to a Jaycee spokesm an, the club mailed 
out 750 of these survey charts and included a sell 
addressed, stam ped envelope. The number ot returned 
was 121 and out of that num ber ten or twelve of these 
were unuseable. 
From the survey in the paper, which reaches bet­ 
ween 8,(HK) and 10,000 persons daily, the return on the 
survey chart was 19. 
With a population of around 30,000, this represents 
less than a one-percent sam pling of what citizens 
want to see improved or want im plem ented into city 
and school procedures. 
The Jaycees will undertake to m ake some sort of 
concensus from the approxim ately 140 letters they 
received. This, however, will in no way represent the 
wishes and preferences of the broad spectrum of Plano 
citizens. 
There are people in this city who are willing to give 
their tim e and erforts to set up projects like this one, in 
order to help the com munity, but they cannot do 
anything without the support of those out there-those 
who pay the taxes and who really do care-b u t just 
don’t take the tim e to involve them selves. 
A lot of work and planning went into the annual 
survey ch art and Jaycees are disturbed that they 
received such lim ited response. 
While school boards and city councils do, in fact, run 
the city and the schools, it is up to the citizens to let 
them know that they do or do no like about their ac­ 
tions. 
A good return on the survey would have helped.

“ I do not feel,” Gasche 
stated, “ That one can just 
sit on the school board and 
not get out and get the feel 
and mood of the people.

Gasche said he feels that 
the school board m ust better 
educate the public in m atters 


concerning the workings of 
our school system . He also 
said that he felt the people of 
Plano 
should dem and 
an 
educational system second 
to none, and strive for closer 
teacher-student relations by 
having sm aller classes. 
The 
ca n d id a te 
furt her 
explained that he feels the 
goal of the Plano school 
system should be such that it 
m akes sure the coilegebound 
students are ready for the 
college 
scene. 
Also, 
im portant 
is 
the 
further 
develop of the vocational 
program in order to keep the 
interest of students who may 
not be going on to college.

from 
Atlanta aboard an Air Force 
plane. She was paralyzed 
when her neck was broken in 
a car accident that killed her 
m other last Aug. 23. 
“ She’s a ch arm er,” said 
Marilyn Michaud, a nurse at 
the

In stitu te 
of 
R e h a b i l i t a t i o n 
a n d 
Research. 


“She’s like any other 4- 
year-old. She likes Cocoa 
Puffs and Froot Loops and 
those types of things and we 
are trying to get her to eat 
eggs and milk. She enjoys 
drinking anything through a 
straw .” 


During the first part of her 
stay at the institute, Rachel 
is being exam ined by doctors 
to determ ine which m uscles

sta rtlin g rev elatio n that 
when a large car and a small 
car are involved in an ac­ 
cident, the small car is more 
vulnerable to dam age. 
In shock value, this finding 
ranks with a scientific study 
financed some years ago by 
the Agriculture Dept 
By dint of carefully con­ 
t r o l l e d 
e x p e r i m e n t s , 
a g ric u ltu ra l 
re se a rc h e rs 
discovered that the farther 
an egg falls when it 
is 
dropped, the m ore likely it is 
to break. 
If your nervous system 
can withstand yet another 
stunner, perm it me to in­ 
troduce you to the works of 
Dr. 
Boris 
McCorpus, 
an 
anatom ical 
safety 
expert. 
His 
stu d ies 
have 
established that when a big 
guy and a little guy are in­ 
volved in an altercation, the 
little guy is more apt to get 
hurt. 
McCorpus, who is willing 
to testify before the Senate 
Commerce Committee when 
the auto safety hearings end, 
accum ulated his data by 
setting up a movie cam era 
across the street from a bar 
and 
grill 
that 
caters 
to 
belligerent drunks. 
By 
filming 
dozens 
of 
altercations in front of the 
t avern, he d em o n strated 
that little guys were flat­ 
tened 77.4 per cent more 
frequently than 
big guys 
with whom they cam e to 
blows. 
Subsequent 
exam ination 
of hospital em ergency room 
records showed that little 


guys also sustained 84.9 per 
cent of the black eyes, fat 
lips and bloody noses. 
“There’s no doubt about it

u n s a f e , ’ 
McCorpus told me in an 
interview outside the h ear­ 
ing room. 
He said he was prepared to 
recom m end that Congress 
fix six feet and 180 pounds as 
the minimum standards for 
anatom ical safety 
I pointed out to McCorpus 
th a t 
sm all 
bodies 
a re 
reputed to have a number of 
advantages that make them 
particularly desirable at the 
present time. 
In their favor is statistical 
evidence indicating that 
small guys consume less 
food, take up less space in 
elevators and other crowded 
places and can fall into a 
lake without causing it to 
overflow. 
I also noted that big guys 
have a num ber of obvious 
d isa d v an tag es. They a re 
m ore prone to have heart 
a tta c k s, to su ffer 
from 
ailm e n ts asso cia te d with 
obesity and to tall through 
thin ice. 
“ Many A m ericans a re 
switching over to sm aller 
bodies,” I said, citing the 
heavy dem and for diet and 
exercise books. 
M cCorpus ag re ed t hat 
sm all bodies may be better 
suited for m odern

environm ents. 
“ But as long as a lot of big 
guys are around, people with

By EDWARD S. LECHTZIN 
UPI Auto Writer 
DETROIT (UPI' - Fuel 
economy gauges now being 
offered by U.S. automakers 
won t improve the efficiency 
of a c a r’s engine, but they 
will show how efficiently 
you're operating the car. 
The meters that monitor 
engine vacuum p ressu re 
visually 
tra n s la te 
your 
driving techniques directly 
into relative fuel economy. 
They range in price from $12 
to $25 and are a sound in­ 
vestment if you want to add a 
ff>w miles to a gallon of 
gasoline. 
The gauges now being put 
on the market by the U.S. 
manufacturers are simply 
their 
own 
adaptations 
OL 
devices th at 
have 
been 
available in auto parts stores 
for years. They measure the 
engine vacuum through a 
connection 
to 
the 
intake 
manifold. 
But. unlike the old meters 
which measured the vacuum 
in inches, Ford and General 
Motors offer gauges 
that 
simply say you're operating 
in the “good” or “poor” fuel 
economy range. If it s poor, 
decreasing the pressure on 
the gas pedal will increase 
the vacuum and boost the 
mileage. 
Chrysler Corp., has come 
up with an even simpler 
system by eliminating the 
instrument panel gauge. It 
has hooked up the system to 
the left-turn signal indicator 
which will flash on when the 
vacuum gauge indicates 
high fuel usage. 


Keeping the light off will 
deliver better economy, but 
still won’t really tell the 
driver what kind of fuel 
economy he’s getting. 
GM has a solution to that 
problem it hopes to market 
as an option on its 1975- 
model cars. 
Dubbed the “Sigma I,” the 
electronic 
fuel 
econom y 
system displays the exact 
miles per gallon as a digital 
number in an instrument 
panel gauge. The system 
measures the precise speed 
of the car and the amount ot 
fuel being consumed.
